Albany’s taxable sales 
top $11 million mark — 


“Rising prices scratched 
some of the lustre from this 
performance,’’ Bennett 
said, ‘‘Consumer price in- 
creases averaged 7.2 per- 
cent above a year earlier, 
so the real sales volume ex- 
pressed in dollars of con- 
stant value was up 9.1 per- 
cent from the last quarter 
of 1976. 

“During calendar 1977 
transactions subject to 
sales and use tax aggre- 
gated $99,481,969,000. The 
total was $15,659,949,000 or 
18.7 percent above the vol- 
ume for 1976. After adjust- 
ment for inflation the an- 
nual sales volume in- 
creased by 11.6 percent. 
This compares to a similar 
advance of 8.0 percent dur- 
ing 1976. For the year as a 
whole, price increases av- 
eraged 7.1 percent. The rate 
of inflation during the year, 
however, was somewhat 
erratic. After peaking at 7.7 
percent-in June, it declined 
hers 4 the summer and 
early fall and then climbed 
again to 7.5 percent in De- 
cember. 

“Real gross national pro- 
duct in the fourth quarter, 
the total value of goods and 
services in the nation in dol- 
lars of constant value, was 
5.7 percent above the final 
quarter of 1976. The pattern 
of growth from quarter to 
quarter was similar to that 
set in 1976. Growth was 
strongest in the first quar- 
ter and declined in each 
successive quarter. The 
first-quarter total was 1.8 
percent above the fourth 
quarter of 1978, but the last 
quarter of 1977 was only 1.0 
percent-higher-than the 
third quarter. For the year 
real GNP grew by 4.9 per- 
cent during 1976. 

“Nearly 500,000 more 
jobs were created during 
the year as the average 
number of civilian workers 
increased from 8,813,000 to 
9,305,000. The number of 
unemployed, however, 
dropped merely from 
888,000 to 834,000 as the 
labor force expanded 
rapidly during the year. As 
the year ended, 9,606,000 
were engaged in civilian 
employment and the rate of 
joblessness in California 
was down to 6.9 percent 
compared to 6.4 percent na- 
tionally,’’ Bennett con- 
cluded.

of AUSD teachers 


ALBANY — The 1977/78 
basic salary schedules of 
teachers, C.S.E.A. and ser- 
vice employees of the Al- 
bany Unified School Dis- 
trict will remain in effect 
“if the present method of 
financing public education 
in California remains the 
same,’’ AUSD trustees said 
in an initial response to con- 
tract proposals made re- 
cently by the three unions. 

The district will pay the 
increase costs for step and 
class changes for profes- 
sional growth and experi- 
ence credit, however, which 
would represent an approx- 
imate increase of $104,154 
or 4.66 percent of the pre- 
ceding year. Increase costs 
for step changes as a result 
of experience credit also 
would be paid to C.S.E.A. 
and Service Employee 
Union members. 

In its response to the 
teachers, the board also of- 
fered: 


—To pay for the increase 
cost incurred in the con- 
tributions to the State 
Teachers Retirement Sys- 
tems, representing an ap- 
proximate increase of 
$26,211 or 1.2 percent over 
1977/78.

However, he recalls that 
as a boy his relationship to 
girls was poor, considering 
them “inferior or unequal .

He does not even re- 
member Judy Williamson 
when they were in the same 
grammar school together, 
and said she was not a sig- 
nificant person in his life in 
Albany High School, 

But he had developed a 
crush on her in their 
freshman year at Cal when 
they rode together in a car- 
pool. He did not see Judy 
Williamson often after the 
first year in college because 
he bought a car of his own, a 
1957 green and white Ford 
sedan. 

It was this car that he was 
driving on that Tuesday 
morning when he saw Judy 
waiting for the bus. 

They drove directly to the 
campus, and when they ar- 
rive at an underground 
parking garage at Haste 
Street and College Avenue, 
Egenberger suddenly de- 
cided he was going to kill 


er, 

This was the first time he 
ever thought about killing 
her, or anyone. 

On the back seat of the 
car was a knife his grand- 
mother had given him as a 
gift about four to six months 
earlier. 

He picked up the knife 
and held it against her. 
Then, he said, he waivered 
in his desire to stab her. In 
his mind, there was chaos. 
He knew what he was about 
to do was wrong but, “Once 
I started to kill her, even 
though I wanted on one 
hand to stop, I would not let 
myself admit I was wrong. . 


Terrified, Miss William- 
son ‘pleaded, ‘‘What will 
your father say about this. .

He grab- 
bed the drawstring of a duf- 
fle bag in the car and put it 
around her neck and began 
to strangle her. 

This did not kill her, how- 
ever, and he picked up the

“Once I started to kill 
her, even though I wanted 
on the one hand to stop, I 
would not let myself admit I 
was wrong. When she was 
dead, I had the feeling that I 
had thrown my life away.” 

He also told Kataoki he 
considered himself sane at 
the time of the killing and 
was totally aware of what 
he was doing throughout the 
act. 

“IT don’t want to get in- 
volved with reasons and. 
alibis because there we- 
ren’t any,” he said. 

He denied persistent 
rumors that the killing has 
sexual overtones, and said 
he made no attempt to sex- 
ually molest his victim 
prior to or after the attack. 

He also said he was sorry 
for the crime and that re 
morse was a factor in decid- 
mg to turn himself in. 

he probation depart- 
ment statement confirmed 
reports that Egenberger’s 
initial determination to 
admit his guilt was a result 
of his attending a weekend 
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course by Erhard Seminar 
Training (EST) in June 1976 
in Chicago, where he 
worked as an operations 
analyst for U. S. Steel. 

Fourteen months later, 
on a vacation trip in 
California, he teld his best 
friend, David Dimmick, 
about the killing. 

While in California, he at- 
tended another EST semi- 
nar and in front of about 100 
participants, he admitted 
the killing. None of these 
people ever came forward 
with the information, 
Shortly after the seminar 
ended he contacted a Palo 
Alto attorney, Jerry Berg; 
and said he wanted to sur- 
render himself. 

Berg then sent Egen- 
berger to a psychiatrist 
named Dr. R. Rawson, in 
San Francisco. He said he 
told Rawson he planned to 
turn himself in on Dec. 1, 
1977, and Rawson said he 
would hold Egenberger to 
that date, and would turn 
Egenberger in himself if he 
did not do it willingly. 

Egenberger walked into 
the office of Deputy District 
Attorney Stacey Walthall 
with Egenberger’s attorney 
Lincoln Mintz on Nov. 30, 
1977, and told Walthall, “I 
killed Judy Williamson on 
Oct. 29, 1963 in Berkeley, 
California.’’ He would not 
answer any questions about 
the killing, and pleaded in- 
nocent to the Dec. 15 mur- 
der indictment.
